LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


Lo the Trustees of Silsby Free Public Library and Citizens 
of the Town of Acworth— 


Twelve interested people have given one hundred and 
seventy-two books, part of them juvenile, to our library the 
past year and with twenty-four purchased by the Book Club 
make 3,540 on record book. The number of readers has in- 
creased, showing good interest. 946 books and 1,682 mag- 
azines, total 2,628 have been loaned during'the year. The 
State Board of Health ordered public buildings closed at 
the time of the influenza epidemic, so three weeks closing 
made the number of books and magazines loaned consid- 
erably less. We have had 242 registered visitors, 205 of 
these August 21, Old Home Day, from nine different states: 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, Florida, Indiana and Michigan. 
Mr. H. H. Metcalf of Concord left with the librarian 25 
copies of the Granite Monthly, most of which were disposed 
of that day and the proceeds used for magazines in con- 
nection with the Book Club funds. Magazines are a lead- 
ing feature in our community and we make a careful se- 
lection, which seems to meet with general approval. 

South Acworth citizens raised funds to pay for trans- 
portation of books and magazines sent there. They are 
well cared for by Mrs. Alice M. Burnham, who has loaned 
305 books and 213 magazines, total 518. This branch ac- 
commodates “Grout Hill” readers, who are glad to have 
them in reach. We wish some way could be devised te 
reach other parts of the town, and hope some plan can be 
made during this year. 


Thanks are due the Trustees, those who gave money 
last year for magazines, for books given and magazines, 
and all who have helped in many ways to make: the year a 


success.

In reviewing the school situation for the last year, the 
comniuttee feels that while much good work has been done 
there 1s need of radical changes to be in touch with the on- 
ward march of progress, for either we progress or we retro- 
grade, there is no such thing as standing still. 

The greatest asset that any town can have is its chil- 
dren. It is a self evident fact that without them our towns 
would dwindle and become extinct. It is also a self evident 
fact that our young people as soon as possible flock to large 
centers where they may have enlarged opportunities to 
progress. It, therefore, becomes our duty to give to our 
rural towns as nearly as possible the same advantages that 
are offered the child in the more densely populated centers. 

At present there is great need of new text-books, maps, 
etc., which it is hoped can be secured in the near future. 
Nature is so bountiful in supplying material with which to 
instruct the child along lines of natural science, physical 
geography, botany, agriculture, and bird and animal lore, 
that the desire is to use it all. But it demands the trained 
mind to use the material wisely ; hence the need of teachers 
trained especially for rural schools, and schools of this 
character have their own peculiar problems which require a 
mature mind to meet. Therefore, the demand is great for 
more thoroughly trained teachers. But these we cannot se- 
cure without paying larger salaries than we have in the past. 
The profession is one of the noblest on earth, and the influ- 
ence imparted in early life for good or evil one of the great 
determining factors. Let us not belittle it by placing this 
great influence in inexperienced hands. If we cannot in all 
cases have experienced teachers and the best of equipment,

it will be.a great help to make the best possible use of that 
which we do possess. There is always some good to be 
gained from even the poorest of schools and if we only try 
hard enough we may get even more than we expected. So 


. it behooves us as parents to encourage the children to make 


the best possible use of the opportunities which we are able 
to furnish them now, so that if the future offers better 
advantages they will be better fitted to use them. 

We have made no repairs this past year with the ex- 
ception of a few minor things that were imperative owing 
to the high cost of material and the inability of obtaining 
help. It is hoped we can do more the coming year. 

We thank all who have aided us in any way in our 
work.
